THE plan of the " Grammar School Word-book and Etymology" is 
founded on the instructions given in the Teacher's Manual issued 
by authority of the Board of Education of this City.

I. SUFFIXES. 



A Suffix is a syllable (or syllables) added to the end of a word 
to modify, or change, its meaning. The ending of a word must 
often be altered a little when a suffix is added. 



EULES FOR SPELLING. 

1. A word ending in e loses this letter on taking a suffix^ 

beginning with a vowel; as^ come, com-ing.

2. Final y of a word is generally changed into i on the 

addition of a suiB^ ; as^ plenty^ plenti-faL 

3. Words of only one syllable, and words accented on the 

last syllable, double their last letter, if it is a consonant 
preceded by a single vowel, on taking a suffix beginning 
with a vowel ; as, beg, beg-gar ; but, great, great-er. 

Note for the Teacher.^AXL exceptions from these rules and their occasional modi- 
fication, must be explained orally and exemplified on the blackboard. 

•ar, -er, and -or, denote one who does. Beggar, beginner, collector, 
liar, idler, actor, instructor, traveler, sailor, builder, peddler, forger, 
mier, waiter. (Hammer, poker, auger), -ster was in Old English 
a mark for ffbaale doers ; but is now used without regard to sex, 
and often forms words of blame ; as, trickster, songster, teamster, 
gamester, youngster, (brewster, baxterV, also, Londoner, etc.

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I. INTRODUCTION TO ETYMOLOGY. 

1. The English language was not always written and 
spoken as we write and speak it at the present day. In 
the course of time the spelling has greatly changed ; many 
words have been entirely forgotten ; and new ones have 
been added to the vocabulary (stock of words). 

2. The earliest form of our language we call Old English, 
or Anglo-Saxon, because it was spoken by the Angles and 
Saxons. These people, about 1400 years ago, came to 
Britain from the North of Germany, conquered the native 
Britons, and called the country England — that is, Angle- 
land. 

3. Six hundred years afterwards England was conquered 
by the Normans, who came from France and spoke a lan- 
guage which had grown chiefly out of Latin, the language 
of the ancient Eomans. The English had to learn the use 
of a great many of their words ; and the gradual uniting 
of these two languages — ^the Anglo-Saxon and the Norman- 
French — gave to our language its present form and the 
most useful portion of its vocabulary. 

4. Very many of the words used at the present time were, 
at different periods, taken directly from the Latin, chiefly 
through the writings of learned men. 

5. Besides the words from these three sources — the Anglo- 
Saxon, the Norman-French, and the Latin — ^we use many 
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words adopted from other languages; for instance, the 
Greeky the Hebrew (language of the Jews in ancient 
times), the Keltic, spoken by the original Keltic (or Celtic) 
inhabitants of Britain, the Italian, the Spanish, and many 
others. 

6. The suffixes you studied in the Sixth Grade are all 
English, with the exception of or and ment, which are Latin 
or Norman-French. 

7. The study which treats of the origin (or derivation) 
of words is called etymology. 



II. PREFIXES. 

A Prefix is a letter, syllable, or word placed before and 
joined with a word to modify its meaning; as, spell/ 
mis-spelL Words formed by prefixes and suffixes are 
called derivative words, and must be well distinguished 
from compound words, which are formed by uniting two or 
more words into one ; as, workman, watch-key. 

A- means oo, in, at, of, to, far ; as, ablaze, for in a blaze ; aboard, for 
on board ; afoot, aground, ado, await, asleep, ahead, aside, alight, 
afield, ajar. In some cases a does not add a new meaning to the 
word.

The suffix 
was not added in English, but the whole word was adopted 
from the Latin.

III. LATIN ROOTS, 

1. The part of an English derivative from a Latin word 
which remains after all the prefixes and suffixes have been 
taken away, we call the Root, or, with a Latin word, the 
Radical, This root expresses an idea generally. Thus, 
when we take away from the word inactivity, which denotes 
the state of one who is not doing anything, the prefix in 
(meaning not), the suffixes ive (meaning one who is), and 
ity (meaning the state of), the root act is left, which de- 
notes the idea of doing, driving, generally. 

2. Words formed by adding a prefix or a suffix directly to 
the root, we call primary derivatives ; the word active is a 
primary derivative. But activity, the state of one who is 
active, is a secondary derivative, formed not directly from 
the root act, but from the word active by adding the suffix 
ity. 

3. From Latin roots Latin derivatives were formed by 
adding Latin affixes. But our English derivatives from 
Latin roots were not (with few exceptions) formed in Eng- 
lish by adding one or more suffixes to the Latin root : the 
whole Latin word was adopted, either directly or through 
the French, and then the ending was shortened ; for in- 
stance, the word credible was not formed in English by 
adding the suffix ible to the Latin root cred; but the 
whole Latin word credibilis was taken, and then, in Eng- 
lish, shortened to credible. 
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4. Boots are excellent labels to show that a lot of words 
form one distinct class ; and that all of them contain the 
same general idea, as expressed by the root. For this rear 
son all English derivatives from the same Latin root have 
been arranged under that Latin word which best gives this 
general idea. 

Often two or more forms of the same Latin root are 
used ; generally therefore two or more forms of the same 
Latin word are given.
